Fobn,was 
a_Vaice coryihg in' the Wilderneſs, ſaying,” Prepare ye rhe 
Way of the Lord, make his Path ſtraight. And Lukes 3. 4, 5. 
The Word of the Lord came to John, the Son of Zachariah, 
the Wilderneſs, who preacht the Baptiſm of Repentance for the 
Remiſſion of Sins, and ſaid, Every Valley ſhall be filled, and 
every Mountain and Hill ſhall be, brought low," and the crooked 
ſhall be made ſtraight, and the Rough ſhall-be made ſmooth, and 
all Flefh ſhall ſee the Salvationof God: Bring forth Fruits worthy

and' worſhipped him. Had not the Wiſe Men a Meeting. 
- with Chriſk Jeſus, and, Mary in the Stable in Bethlehem, 
though he ay in. a Manger ? and, Herod was in ſuch'a Rage, 
- becauſ&that the Wife tnen did notrell him where Chriſt was 

. "Born; that he ſent forth and flew all the Men-Children that 

were in Bethlehem, and in the Coaſt thereof, from two Years 

' old and under, &c. ,for the Wiſe Men were warned of God, 
not to go to Herod, but to depart into their own Country, 
by-another way. | 
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#þren, Simon called Peter, and Andrew his Brother caſting their 
Nets imo the Sea, fer they were Fiſher-men; and going from 
thence, be ſaw other two Brethren, James, and John h:s Brother, 
ina Ship with Zebedee their Father, mending their Nets, and 
he called them, and they immediately left their. Ship and Nets, 
and their - Father, and followed him.

great Multitude and his Diſciples : ſo he preacht upon. a 
Mountain. - And Chriſt, after he had given Power to his

ing, the Kingdom of Heaven is at band; [Mark] «s ye go, 
Preach; fothey:wereto Preach as they'went ; and-into what- 
ever Ciry or Town ye enter, ' enquire who 1s _— and there 
abidetill ye go thence, and when: ye come mito any Houſe, ſalute 
it z and the Houſe be worthy, let your Peace come :t, &c. 
And whoſoever ſhall not receive you,nor bear your Words ;. when ye 
depare-out of the Houſe or City; ſhake off. the: Duſt of your Feet for

ſee thad Chriſt Diſciples preachtin Houſes z and Chriſtbid 
them, Beware: of. men, for they will deliver you up to Gonncils,

- tion of Chrift's Diſciples, that they have from: the- outward

And Jeſus. went through the Corn-field on the Sabbath-day,

2nd his Diſciples were Hungry, and began to pluck the Ears 
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of Corn, and to eat; and when the mo es ſaw it, they 
faid unto him, Behold, thy Diſciples do that which is wot lawful 
to do upon the Sabbath-day. And you may ſee how Chriſt 
preacht to them, and reproved their Blindneſs, far. 12. _ 

And Jeſus fate by the Sea-ſhore, and a great Multitude 
were gathered together unto him, and he went into the Ship, 
and fate, 'and the whole Multitude ſtood on the Shore, and 
Chriſt ſpake-many things in Parables to them, and taught 
them ont of the Ship,ar.

And Chriſt taught his Diſ- 
com to Pray, Luke 11.2, And Chrilt went'into an Houſe 
of one of the chief Phariſees, ro cat Bread on the Sabbath-day, 
and there came a Man which had the Dropke before him, 
and he healed him. You, may ſee how Chriſt preacht to the 
Lawyers and Phariſees on the Sabbath-day in the Phariſees 
Houſe, and he part forth Parables to them, Of a certain mare 
that made a great Supper and bad many, &Cc. and they all with one 
conſent began to make excuſes, and one ſaid, He had bought a piece 
of Ground,and I muſt needs go ſee it, &C. And another had bought 
an Yoks of Oxen, and he muſt prove them: And another ſaid, 
He had rnarryed a Wife, and therefore he gonld not come: So the 
Servant Came aud fſhewed bis Lord theſe things ; then the Maſter of 
the Houſe being angry, ſaid to his Servants, Go quickly into the 
Streets and Lanes of the City, and bring in hither the Poor, Meinn 
ed, Halt and Blind; and the Servant of the Lord ſaid, It is done 
as thou haſt commanded, and yet there ts room ; And the Lord ſaid 
amto the Serwants, Go ye out inte the High-wayes and Hedges, &c. 
* that my Houſe maybe filled: I ſay unto you, that none of theſe 
men which were bidden, ſhall tafis of my Supper : To wit, he 
that had bought a piece of Ground, and he that had bought 
the Oxen, and he that had marryed a Wife, who made ex- 
cufes, they could not come and rafte of his Supper, as in Luke 


:4- Sohere you may ſee the Servants of Chrilt preacht in the ' 


Streets, Lanes, High-wayes, Hedges. And had not Chriſt 
a Meeting at Zachariah's Houſe, who was a chief Publican ? 
 Anddid not Chriſt tell him, He was the Son of Abraham, and 
this day Salvation was come to his Houſe And did not Chriſt 
preach many things to them, and in Parables, Lake 19. And 
after Chriſt wzs riſen from the Dead, he apppeared to two 
of his Diſciples as they were walking to a Village, called 
Emawus, and he opened their Underſtendings, and ſhewed: 
. them out of the Scriptures, thar he was the Chrift, and they. 
* went to Jeruſalem. and m"_ the Eleven gathered as 
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andthem that were with them, and they told them, how that 
Feſiu Chriſt was riſen, and as they thus ſpoke, Jelus himſelf 
itocd in the miditof them, and faid, Peace be wnte you, &ec. 
And Chriſt bid them Tarry in the City of Jeruſalem wntill chey 
were induced with Power from on High, Luke 24. Here you 
may ſee Chriſt-preacht to two. of his Diſciples by the Hgh- 
way fide, andinthe Houſe, and his Diſciples and others kept 
their Meetings; _ and Chriſt was amongit them after he was 
riſen from the Dead, as well as in their Afeerings with him 


. before he was Crucified. And there was a Marriage in Coraan 


of Galilee, and Jeſus was called, and his twelve Diſcipley, 
and the Mother of Jeſus was there, John 2. 1. Here you 
may ſee Jeſus was at this Marriage-Meeting, and his Diſciples 
through his Words and Miracles believed on him. And Ns- 
codemus the Ruler of the Fews, that came to Jeſus by Night, 
and faid tohim, Thou-art a Tracher comerfrom Godz&c John 3. 
And had not Chriſt & his Diſciples a Aſcering with him in the 
Night ? And Chriſt taught him, That he might be 077 again, 
before he could ſee the Kingdom of God,or enter into it. And 
in Fohx 4. Had not Chriſt a Meering with the Woman of S- 
maria at Facob's Well? And did not he teach her, Ther God 
was worſhipped not at Jeruſalem, neither in that Monmain where 
Jacob's Well was, but that Gods « _ and mY that worſhip 
bim, muſt worſhip him in Spirit and Truth? And did not the 
Difciples marvel at Chriſt*s ſpeaking with, or teaching. the 
Woman? And did not the Woman leave her Water-Pot, 
and gointo the City of Se-maria? (the chief Metropolitan of 
the King of the ten Tribes of 1/-ael) and faid-to the men 
of that City, Come, ſee a Man which hath told me allthings 
that ever I did; Is not this the Chrift? And they went out of 
the City, and came unto him; and through this eering of 
Chriſt with the Woman at the fountain, and the Samaritans, 
many of them believed in him. And: there lay a great Mul- 
titude of Impotent Folk at the Poel of Berbe/4a; and there 
Chriſt on the Sabbath-day healed a man that had an Infirmity 
thirty eight Years; and therefore the Fews perſecured Jeſus, 
and ſought to flay him, becauſe he had done theſe things on 
the Sabbath-day, fohn5. And in Jobs 11. had not Chriſt * 
$58 ; 6 and 
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and his Diſciples a Meeting F, Meurtha's Houſe, when Laza- 
rus wis dead, when the Fews were met-together with ley 
& Martha? and did not he Preach tothem in Afertha's Houſe? 


And-did not many of the Fewsbelieve-on him through this 


Preaching, .and railing \Lazarm: from thedead2+ Fohn + 1.155 
to' 54. ' Andagain, had not Chriſt and his Diſciples another 
Meeting at Bethany at Martha's Houſe, after he had raiſed 
Lazarms from the dead ? And Lazarus was one that fate at 
Table with Chriſt and his -Diſciples as Sypper-; and many 
People of the 7Fews came-not' for Chriſt's: ſake -only, -boe uhat 
they might ſce Lazarw,, whom he had raiſed from'the\Dead'; 
but the chief Prieſts conſulred that they might put Lazarws-to 


death, becauſe by reaſon of Lazar«s being railed from the. 


Dead,many of the Fews believed ig Chriſt; Fohs 12. And when 
| Jefus went forth with his Diſciples over-the Brook  Koaon; 
whick was a Garden into which he entredwith-his Diſciples

ling at Jeruſalem devout men,ont of every NN ation under Heaven; 
now when it was 2 abroad, the multitude came tocether, and

Ard again, when the Apoſtles were 
fer at Liberty, chey went to their own Company,and reported all 
that the chief Priefts and Elders had ſaid and done unto them, and 
when they heard, they lift up their Voice to God with one accord.

Mentong when they were Teaching in the Temple ; and it ſeems the 
multitude of Believers kept their Adcering with one accord in Sole- 
mon”s Porch, for all the high Prieſts and the Officers threatning, 
_ beating and 4: aqmgens, yet they ceaſt not daily to Teach and 
Preach Chriſt Jeſus inthe Temple, and in Zexſes, as Ats 5, And 
in A&-s 6, Scephen being a man full of Faith and Power, certain of 
the Synagogue of the Libertines, &c. diſputed with him, and.they
